47, [NEW] A non-transitory computer-readable medium storing a set of structured language 
samples so that, when said language samples are retrieved by a computer, said computer 
presents said target language sample in said display in such a way that the vertical position of a 
group of words which is located between two surrounding words of said language sample is 
higher or lower than the vertical position of said two words.
